DIVINING ROD FINDS. 
JESUIT’S TREASURE 
LOST FOR 300 YEARS 


Divers to Raise Chest of Gold, 
Buried Beneath the River 
Wye in Ontario.

PENFTANCUISH NL, Ont., June 
14.—Buried beneath the waters of 
the River Wye for more than 300 
years, the long-lost treasure box of 
the Jesuit Mission to Huronia nas 
been located at last by the needle of 
a magnetic divining rod. 

It lies beneath 20 feet of water 
and mud. Divers are starting to 
raise it. Just what the box will 
show when it is brought to light is a 
matter of conjecture, but the needle 
shows that it cantains metal in great 
quantities. 

This treasure is verified by records 
of the Society of Jesuits, which 
show that one of the seven big boxes 
brought into New France in the year 
1650 and laboriously carried to Fort 
Sainte Marie by canoe was lost and 
never revtovered.

“that for the purpose of jurisdiction 
a ship, even on the high seas, is 
often said to be a part of the terri- 
tory of the nation ‘whose flag it 
flies. But in the physical sense this 
expression is obviously figurative, 
and to expand the doctrine to the 
extent of treating seamen employed 
on such a ship as working in the 
country of its registry is quite im- 
possible.”’ 

Schlesinger asserts that Acting 
Attorney-General Frierson, in his 
opinion of Nov. 1, 1920, holding that 
American ships outside the three- 
mile limit Were subject to the pro- 
hibition laws, arrived at an e‘Ton- 
eous conclusion by failing to take 
into account the distinction between 
the figurative and actual meaning of 
the “territory” of a nation. 

Furthermore, he says, it is a cen- 
tury-old principle of international 
law that ships are not territory in 
an actual rense. Several reasons and 
citations are given to support this 
thesis. 

He quctes a ruling by former At- 
torney-General Palmer to the effect 
that the prohibition law applies to 
American vessels while in port.

1920 RULING APPLIED 
DRY. LAW TO SHIPS 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, June 14.—Prohi- 


bition Commissioner Haynes de- 
clared today in a formal statement 


referring to the ‘‘Prohibition Afloat” 
pamphlet issued by Anheuser-Busch, 
Inc., that he would “act in a vigor- 
ous manner to enforce the law” as 
soon as the Department of Justice 
and the courts have determined, 
whether the Volstead act applies to 
vessels sailing under the American 
flag. He added that he would not 
break one law to enforce another. 

A treasury decision was rendered 
by former Internal Revenue Com- 
missioner Williams, Dec. 17, 1920, 
containing an opinion by the then 
acting Attorney-General William L. 
Frierson, which stated:

WHEELER GETS 
INTO CONTROVERSY

WASHINGTON, June 14.—Wayne 
B. Wheeler, general counsel of the 
Anti-Saloon League, today got into 
the controversy relative to the sale 
of Hquor on Shipping Board vessels 
by declaring that the Anheuser- 
Busch pamphlet, entitled ‘‘Prohibi- 
tion Afloat” was simply an effort to 
“discredit prohibition and create sen- 
timent for the sale of beer.” 

Wheeler said that the recent de- 
cision of the United States Supreme 
Court holding that international 
shipments of liquor may not be 
transported across this country, of- 
fered a happy solution of the prob- 
lem arising from the alleged discrim- 
ination against American ships. 

The inference is that Wheeler 
would have the prohibition law en- 
forced against all ships within the 
three-mile limit, but would not Inter- 
fere with the sale of liquor on the 
high seas. 

It will be noted that he does not 
take issue with the opinion of the 
general counsel of the Shipping 
Board, holding that sales outside the 
three-mile limit are legal.

Wheeler. It is able to take care of 
itself. Our attitude with reference 
to the sale of liquor on ships within 
the jurisdiction of the United States 
has been clear-cut and consistent 
ever since the law went into effec?. 
We contended before the Justice De- 
partment that it was illegal to trans- 
port or possess liquor on any ship 
within the jurisdiction of the United 
States. The department and the Su- 
preme Court have sustained that con- 
struction of the law. 

‘The difficulty arose when the As- 
sistant Attorney-General, under the 
former administration, ruled that 
‘American ships could not carry 
liquor outside the three-mile limit, 
while foreign vessels could.’ It was 
claimed that’ this ~ discrimination 
would ruin American shipping inter- 
ests financially. The legal depart- 
ment of the Shipping Board holds 
that liqugr can be possessed and sold 
on American ships outside the three- 
mile limit. There has been some dif- 
ference of opinion among the attor- 
neys of the Justice Department on 
this question. 

“This problem can now be happily 
solved without discriminating against 
American ships because the Supreme 
Court has just held, May 15, 1922, 
that ‘the manufacture, possession, 
sale and transportation of spirits and 
wine for other than beverage pur- 
poses are provided for in the nation- 
al prohibition act, but there is no 
provision -for shipment or carriage 
across the country from without.’ 
In other words, the possession and 
transportation of intoxicating liquor 
for beverage purposes is prohibited 
anywhere within the jurisdiction of 
United States irrespective of 
treaties. 

“T cannot too strongly condemn 
this attack by the brewers upon the 
Government and its officers, but re- 
joice that the decision of the §Su- 
preme Court has now removed al! 
doubt upon the construction of the 
law so that the discrimination against 
American ships which has been 
seized upon by the liquor interests as 
an argument against prohibition 
need no longer exist.”

The estate contended that the in- 
come tax law of 1913 did not subject 
trusteeships to such payments until 
it was specifically amended in 1916, 
since which time the Busch estate 
has paid without protest. The pay- 
ment of the taxes for the three years 
under protest was made March 17, 
1919, and interest from that date 
was sought. The payment was made 
to forestall the threatened enforce- 
ment of penalties.

W. T. Johnson of Kansas 
City Says Oral Voting 
Would Eliminate Much of 
Election Fraud. 


THREE PROPOSALS 
FOR BUDGET PLAN 


Committee, Headed by H. P. 
Lay of Warsaw, Named to 
Investigate the Bonus 
Situation.

JEFFERSON CITY, June 14.— 
Abolition of the secret ballot and the 
substitution of oral voting in elec- 
tions was submitted to the Constitu- 
‘tion Convention today by William 
'T. Johnson of Kansas City as a 
“means to eliminate much of the elec- 
tion fraud in population centers. 

“If it were not for the secret bal- 
lot svstem, corrupt political machines 


in the cities could not practice any 
of the forms of election fraud found 
there now.” Johnson said, when 


asked about his proposal. 

“Tl would have the voter walk into 
the polling place, ask for the tickets 
he desired to use in voting and in the 
‘presence of the election officers de 
‘elare his chice for each office, 
which could then be registered. The 
i+ .nortunity for fraud would be les- 
sened materialiy. I think the num- 
ber cf voting precincts in cities 
should be increased to an extent tht 
would place not more than 100 voters 
in each. : 

“Reasons for Sccrecy Gone.” 

“The reasons for maintaining se- 
rrecy of the ballot do not exist now 

as they once did. There were times. 
years ago, when great corporations 
| may have tried to dictate how thei: 
employes voted. But that day is gone 
and with it the principal reason for 
demanding secrecy of the ballot. 

The proposal by Johnson, whose 
father was president of the 1875 
convention, provides that “‘votes at 
all elections by the people shall be 
given viva voce or bv a ticket hand- 
ed to the judges and read aloud in 
the presence ‘and hearing of the 
voter and shall be entered in the 
poll book in such manner as may be 
provided by law.”

NATIONAL HYPOCRISY. 

Does the United States Government, in permitting 
the possessing, transporting and selling of liquor on 
its ships, stand on the legal technicality that Amer- 
ican ships are not American territory or on the neces- 
sity of selling liquor to maintain American shipping 
on the high seas in competition with the ships of 
nonprohibition countries? 

Albert D. Lasker, chairman of the American Ship- 
|ping Board, supplements his plea that American- 
owned ships are not American territory for the pur- 
pose of the enforcement of the prohibition laws 
with the plea that it is necessary to sell liquor on 
the Shipping Board’s ships or abandon passenger 
ships altogether, because without liquor bars they 
would be unprofitable. 

We do not pretend to pass upon the legal argu- 
ment, which, however, completely disposes of all 
effort to check the liquor traffic beyond the three- 
mile zone, or to confiscate Mquor or punish shipown- 
ers for possession of liquor in American ports, to be 
sold beyond the three-mile zone. The prohibition 
navy must be abandoned altogether if the United 
States Government is to have a shred of honor or con- 
sistency left. 

It should be borne in mind that the “wet” ships for 
which justification is found in the definition of Amer- 
ican territory are not ships merely under American 
registry, but ships owned and controlled by the Amer- 
ican Government, and that the object of liquor sell-

Board. The Government of the United States, with 
a Constitution forbidding the sale or transportation of

THE ‘‘VIGILANTES.’’ 

The aim of the St. Louis Safety Council to dimin 
ish the number of automobile casualties is com- 
mendable, but its judgment in licensing 350 men as 
“vigilantes,” with instructions to halt and reprimand 
law violators, is questionable. Enforcement of the 
law is the duty of fully authorized officers, wearing 
the insignia of authority. The “vigilante” idea is an 
old one, but it is a desperate resort when law has 
utterly broken down and is accompanied by great 
abuses. 


The practice of permitting unofficial organizations 


to confer any sort of police power on individuals is 
violently contrary to American principles of govern- 
ment. Too much care can never be exercised in 
choosing the persons upon whom unusual privileges 
are to be bestowed. In this case the position is of 
precisely the sort that would appeal to officious busy- 
bodies, ambitious to assume authority. While the 
“vigilantes’”” are not empowered to make arrests, in- 
stances in which they have represented themselves 
as police officers have been reported. 

Experience has shown that it is dangerous for men 
in civilian clothes to challenge citizens on the streets. 
The challengers are likely to be mistaken for high- 
waymen. More than one such misunderstanding has 
resulted in a deadly pistol battle, and with automo- 
bile robberies growing more frequent, the danger in- 
creases. It remains to be shown that St. Louis needs 
such an organization. The power of the “vigilante” 
amounts to little more than permission to take the 
license number of an automobile that is being driven 
in violation of the law. But that is the privilege— 
and the duty—of every citizen. Every man should 
assist in the enforcement of the law. Giving cer- 


tain men “vigilante” cards merely tempts them to. 
assume prerogatives which they do not possess.

stuffs, such as peaches and spinach 
which he planted in his garden and 
grew for his own benefit. He gave 
up the barbarous custom of wearing 
a load of heavy armour and ap- 
peared in the flowing robes of silk 
or cotton which were the traditional 
habit of the followers of the Prophet 
and were originally worn by the 
Turks. Indeed the Crusades, which 
had begun as a punitive expedition 
against the Heathen, Lecame a 
course of general instruction in civil- 
ization for millions of young Euro- 
peans. 

From a military and political point 
of. view the Crusades were a failure. 
Jerusalem and a number of cities 
were taken and lost. A dozen little 
kingdoms were established in Syria 
and Palestine and Asia Minor, but 
they were re-conquered by the Turks 
and after the year 1244 (when Jeru- 
salem became definitely Turkish) 
the status of the Holy Land was the 
same as it had been before 1095. 

But Europe had und@gone a 
great change. The peopie of the 
west had been allowed a glimpse of 
the light and the sunshine and the 
beauty of the east. Thelr dreiry 
castles no longer satisfied them.

Said That “City Air is Free Air.” 

. The early part of the Middlw Ages 
had been an era of pioneering and 
of settlement. A new people, who 
thus far had lived outside the wild 
range of forest, mountains and 
marshes which protected the north- 
eastern frontier of the Roman Em- 
pire, had forced its way into the 
plains of western Europe and had 
taken possession of most of the land. 
They were restless, as all pioneers 
have. been since the beginning of 
time.

They cut down the forests and they 
cut each other’s throats with equal 
energy. Few of them wanted to live 
in cities. They insisted upon being 
“free,” they loved to feel the fresh 
air of the hillsides fill their lungs 
while they drove their herds across 
the wind-swept pastures.

They 
were as faithful to the command- 
ments of the church as any weak 
mortal could hope to be. They were 
sufficiently loyal to their King or 
Emperor to keep on good terms with 
those distant but always dangerous 
potentates. In short, they tried to 
do right and to be fair to their 
neighbors without being exactly un- 
fair to their own interests. 

It was not an ideal world in which 
they found themselves. The greater 
part of the people were serfs or ‘‘vil- 
leins,”’ farmhands who were as much 
a part of the soil upon which they 
lived as the cows and sheep whose 
stables they shared. Their fate was 
not particularly happy nor was it 
particularly unhappy. But what was 
one to do? The good Lord who ruled 
the world of the Middle Ages had 
undoubtedly ordered everything for 
the best. If He, in his wisdom, hdd 
decided that there must be ‘both 
knights and serfs, it was not the duty 
of these faithful sons of the church 
to question the arrangement. 
serfs therefore did not complain, but 
when they were too hard driven, 
they would die off like cattle which 
are not fed and stabled in the right 
way, and then something would be 
hastily done to better their condition. 
But if the progress of the world had 
been left to the serf and his feudal 
master, we would still be living after 
the fashion of the twelfth century, 
saying “abracadabra” when we tried 
to stop a toothache, and feeling a 
deep contempt and hatred for the 
dentist who offered to help us with 
his “science,” which most likely was 
of Mohammedan or heathenish orig- 
in and therefore both wicked and 
useless. 


When you grow up you will dis- 
cover that many people do not be- 
lieve in “progress” and they will 
prove to you by the terrible deeds of 


“the world does not change.” But I 
hope that you will not pay much at- 
tention to such talk. You see, it 
took our ancestors almost a million 
years to learn how to walk on their 
hind legs. Other centuries had to 
go by before their animal-like grunts 
developed into &n understandable 
language. Writing—the art of pre- 
serving our ideas for the benefit of 
future generations, without which no 
progress is possible—was invented 
only 4000 years ago. The idea of 
turning the forces of nature into the 
obedient servants of man was quite 
new in the days of your own grand- 
father. It seems to me, therefore, 
that we are making progress at an 
unheard-of rate of speed. Perhaps 
we have paid a little too much atten- 
tion to the mere physical comforts of 
life. That will change in due course 
of time and we shall then attack the 
problems which are nét related to 
health and to wages and plumbing 
and machinery in general. 

But please do not be too sentimen- 
tal about the “good old days.” Many 
people who only see the beautiful 
churches and the great works of art 
which the Middle Ages have left be- 
Mhind grow quite eloquent when they

ith its hurry and !fts noise and the 
evil smells of backfiring motor trucks 
with the cities of a thousand years 
agso.
